Appalling Conditions in the 
Camps Described by Prison 
Chaplain Jenkins. 


Montgomery, Ala, March $%.—Ter- 
rible beatings which resulted in death, 
enforced performance of dangerous 
duties which sometimes proved fatal, 
the use of liquor in camps and herding 
together of black and white women 
convicts were related by the Rev. J. A. 
Jenkins, state prison chaplain, at the 
request of the legislative investigat- 
ing committee today. 

The chaplain stated that he visited 
camps throughout the state and wit- 
nessed many scenes of indescribable 
horror. He said he had personally in- 
vestigated rumors of cruelty and found 
them substantiated. He said politics 
was responsible for conditions.
